Wegner collected 
$22,800 in lieu 
of vacation

school Supt Glendon F Wegner was paid for 10 years accumulated vacation time at 
the time he retired from office in June. 
There was nothing illegal about the transaction according to an investigation begun 
by the Record last Friday. 
U.S. calls 
for series 
of reforms 


UNITED NATIONS. N Y. (U PI) - 
The United States has called for a series 
of sweeping economic reforms to narrow 
the gap between ' have” and “have-not 
nations 
Ambassador Daniel Patrick Moynihan 
— subbing for peace-shuttling Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger — presented 
the wide-ranging economic package Mon­ 
day at the opening of a special session of 
the General Assembly. 
"We can offer our people slogans or we 
can offer them solutions. ' Moynihan 
said "We can deal in rhetoric or we can 
deal in reality. My government has made 
its choice " 
The American ambassador told the as­ 
sembly "the fate of 1 billion people — 
half the developing world and a quarter 
of mankind —will be affected by what we 
do or fail to do.” 
The U.S. proposals include: 
— Creation of a financing agency to 
lend developing countries up to $10 
billion to offset fluctuations in demands 
for their exports. 
— Expansion of the capital of the 
World Bank's International Finance Cor­ 
poration from $100 million to at least 
$400 million. 
— Creation of an International Energy 
Institute to encourage energy develop­ 
ment. 
— Creation of an International Invest­ 
ment Trust Fund financed by private in­ 
vestors to attract capital for investment 
in developing countries 
— Creation of an International In­ 
dustrialization Institute to provide 
research on industrial technology for 
developing countries. 
Although the plans call for an outlay of 
billions of dollars. U.S. experts said they 
did not anticipate largescale transfers of 
funds from the "haves" to the "have- 
nots.” 
The U.N. economic debate will last 12 
days. Delegates from Iran, West Ger­ 
many. Norway. India and Argentina 
were scheduled to speak this morning 
and representatives of China. Japan a»id 
Indonesia this afternoon. 
Moynihan s speech was notably non­ 
political. but he criticized the 1973 es­ 
calation of prices by oil-producing coun­ 
tries as a cause of world economic trou­ 
bles. 
"No country or group of countries 
should have exclusive power in the areas 
basic to the welfare of others,” he said. 
"This principle is valid for oil. It also ap­ 
plies to trade and finance.” 
But Manuel Perez G uerrero, 
Venezuela’s minister of state for inter­ 
national economic affairs, blamed "ex­ 
tortion” by multinational corporations 
for the creation of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 
He said the "militant solidarity” 
of the third world nations had forced the 
United States to adopt "a serious ap­ 
proach” to their economic problems. 


Curfew 
in Ecuador 


QUITO, Ecuador (U PI) - President 
Guillermo Rodriguez Lara imposed a 
curfew today and ordered mass arrests 
of civilian politicians who supported a 
bloody abortive coup that was crushed by 
loyal commanders. 
Military and hospital sources said at 
last count 17 persons died and over 80 
were injured in the 12-hour uprising Mon­ 
day in which a rebel tank unit managed 
to seize the presidential palace but was 
in turn surrounded and forced to sur­ 
render by the loyalists. 
President Rodriguez imposed a curfew 
from 9 p.m. to 5 a.m. and ordered the 
arrests of all the members of the so- 
called Civic Junta, a coalition of 
moderate political parties that sup­ 
ported the attempted coup d’etat in an 
effort to restore civilian rule to Ecuador. 
Political sources said that among 
those picked up were Pablo Davalo 
Dillon, of the Social Christian party, and 
Guillermo Cabrera, Carlos Cornejo 
Orbes, Fausto Cordobés Chiriboga, and 
Jose Joaquin Silva of the Christian 
Democrats. 
It was the bloodiest Latin American 
revolt since the Chilean armed forces 
overthrew the late President Salvador 
Allende in 1973.

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A warrant — number 2-000012 — was 
processed on July 17 by the Santa Bar­ 
bara Countv Schools Office finance sec­ 
tion for $22,800 made out in Wegner’s 
name Wegner apparently received a 
check for $12,788 59. the warrant amount 
less $7,861 80 in taxes. 
Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan who 
rose from the position of secretary to be 
one of Wegners chief aides was plainly 
disturbed by word of the investigation 
and aware of it. When this reporter 
asked her for copies of the contract un­ 
der which Wegner worked for the dis­ 
trict. she asked. "Is this in regard to the 
question of Wegner s accumulated vaca­ 
tion pay?” She provided a copy of the 
contract and also, at this reporter's 
request, copies of the contracts of 
current Supt. Clarence Bloom, assistant 
Supt. Mel Wilde and her own. 
In Wegner's last four-year contract 
which was signed on Jan 26.1971 by then 
trustees. Jack 
Hefman. chairman; 
DeWayne Holmdahl. Marjorie M. Thom­ 
as. Archie E. Nogle and John Beattie, 
there is this paragraph: "It is stipulated 
that the superintendent shall be required 
to render 12 months of full and regular 
service to the district during each annual 
period covered by this agreement except 
that he shall be entitled to 31 calendar 
days annual vacation with full pay. This 
should be taken during the current or 
next succeeding year, however, vacation 
can be allowed to accumulate.” 
It was the latter phraseology that 
clearly, in the view of most observers 
this week, validated Wegner’s right to 
accumulate vacation time ad infinitum. 
However, reaction to the transaction 
was strong in some quarters. Dr. Jim 
Rowe of the county schools office which 
processed the warrant told this reporter 
last week, "It came as a surprise. It was 
the first time I’d heard of anyone receiv­ 
ing vacation pay accumulated for as 
much as 10 years. I was as shocked as 
anyone.” He said he called Milligan to be 
sure everything was in order and was 
told it was. But Rowe said the warrant 
and the purpose of the money would 
never have come to his attention except 
for an oddity. He said the county’s com­ 
puter is programmed to process 
w arran ts and turn out checks 
automatically for cash amounts of four 
digits, for example for a maximum of 
$9,999. The warrant for Wegner’s vaca­ 
tion time was $22,800 - or five digits, 
and was promptly ejected by the com­ 
puter. 
A review of Wegner’s contract today 
reveals one other interesting factor. “ In 
the event of termination of the con­ 
tra ct,” the wording goes, “ the 
superintendent shall be entitled to com­ 
pensation for accumulated vacation at 
the salary rate effective during the 
current school year." 
If all other things are equal, Wegner 
would have been paid at today’s rates — 
in excess of $30,000 annually — for vaca­ 
tion time computed 10 years ago when 
his annual salary was substantially less. 
What the salaries and thus the dollar 
value of vacation time was in those 
earlier and successive years, could not 
immediately be determined. 
A tip that Wegner had received the 10- 
year-accumulated vacation pay came to 
this reporter last Thursday. The first 
call was followed by a second a few 
hours later, the latter call alleging that a 
teacher, who was also in on the original 
information had called school trustee 
Richard K. Jacoby and had been told that 
the wording, "...however, vacation time 
can be allowed to accumulate,” was in 
Wegner’s contract and that the payment 
was legal. 
Some concern for these questions can 
be seen reflected in the contract that was 
signed by Dr. Bloom on Jan. 28, 1975 at 
the time he was hired to succeed 
Wegner. On the question of vacation pay, 
the contract has this to say in part: "...It 
is further stipulated that no more than 22 
days of vacation time can be ac­ 
cumulated and carried over into the next 
contract year except by special arrange­ 
ment between the governing board and 
the district superintendent.” That 
"special arrangement” wording is new 
and conceivably could put a cap on the 
superintendent’s ability to accumulate 
vacation pay. 
Some deep concern was expressed 
over the weekend and today that the con­ 
tracts of Milligan and Wilde — who earn 
more than $30,000 annually 
under the 
current budget — contain precisely the 
wording on accumulation of vacation pay 
that was in Wegner’s contract. In other 
words. Milligan and Wilde, both can ac­ 
cumulate vacation time indefinitely ac­ 
cording to their contracts. It was uncer­ 
tain what the fiscal facts of the matter 
were today in respect to the two assis­ 
tant superintendents, but Milligan was 
certain to have at least some ac­ 
cumulated time, which she said Friday, 
" I don’t plan to lose.”

Highway deaths were at 360 this morn­ 
ing. California led the nation with 35 
dead, followed by North Carolina with 
28, Texas 23, Michigan 20, Wisconsin 19 
and Virginia 15.

The worst single disaster of the holi­ 
day period was in Alaska where a plane 
crashed into a bluff on St. Lawrence 
Island in the Bering Sea killing 10 of the 
33 persons aboard. 
The death of the Vietnamese woman 
was believed to be the only highway 
fatality in Santa Barbara County. Nguyet 
Thu Vu of Pacific Grove was killed last 
night when the car she was driving rolled 
over five times in the center divider of 
Highway 101, 10 miles south of Santa 
Maria. 
The woman was ejected from the car 
during its erratic course. Also injured 
and also ejected from the car were Long 
Vu. 14. and Due Vu. 10. both of Pacific 


Grove and Phuc Le, 14, of Salinas. John 
Rice. 27, of Monterey, owner of the car 
was injured but was not ejected, ac­ 
cording to the California Highway 
Patrol. 


Lompoc police said Michael E. Allen, 
the child who was visiting Lompoc from 
San Diego, was injured Saturday when 
he was struck down while crossing 
Chestnut Avenue near B Street to join his 
mother, Laura Gail Allen. The child was 
hit by a car driven by James Wendell 
Ellis, 51. of 209 Princeton PL, Lompoc. 
Ellis was not held. Young Michael was 
listed in serious condition in Marian 
Hospital today.

Kissinger in Saudi Arabia 
to get peace pact support 


There were still some other factors of 
keen interest to observers. Milligan said 
Wegner’s warrant went through the dis­ 
trict. included in those for the monthly 
salaries of certificated and classified 
personnel and not as a warrant that gets 
listed in a meeting agenda. Whether 
Wegner’s warrant was noted by the 
current trustees as it went through and 
what their reaction was if they did note it 
was not immediately clear. 


Wegner moved from the district when 
he retired in June and was not available 
for comment. 


LISBON, Portugal (U PI) - Dissident 
military officers met today in an effort 
to pack the influential Armed Forces As­ 
sembly with moderates and strip a pro- 
Communist faction of its power. 
Army chief Gen. Carlos Fabiao called 
his delegates into session at the Tancos 
army base 85 miles north of Lisbon. The 
air force commanded by Gen. Morais da 
Silva met at an air base about 20 miles 
from the capital. 
Both commanders have come out 
openly against pro-Communist domina­ 
tion of Portugal’s military regime and 
its policies. 
Their main complaint has centered on 
the naming of Communist-backed Gen. 
Vasco Goncalves as armed forces chief, 
a position previously held by President 
Francisco da Costa Gomes along with 
the presidency. 
Their campaign to oust Goncalves has 
overshadowed efforts by left-wing Prime 
Minister Jose Pinheiro de Azevedo to 
form a new cabinet. Azevedo replaced 
Goncalves as prime minister last Fri­ 
day. 
Fabiao met with representatives of his 
units this morning in Tancos, an army 
base town 85 miles north of Lisbon. A 
similar air force conference was 
scheduled for this afternoon in Sintra 
near the capital. 
Military officials said both meetings 
were aimed at selecting new delegations 
to the 240-man Armed Forces Assembly, 
which sets the broad outlines of govern­ 
ment policy. 
The pro-Communist faction has 
dominated the delegations of both the 
army and air force in previous meetings, 
but they were notably absent at the army 
conference today. 


T A IF , Saudi Arabia (U P I) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
conferred with Saudi Arabia’s King 
Khaled today in an effort to get backing 
from influential Arab states for the 
peace agreement he has negotiated 
between Egypt and Israel. 


Kissinger arrived in the Saudi summer 
resort of Taif for a one-day whirlwind 
tour of Arab states to urge their leaders 
to follow Egypt in starting to settle their 
differences with Israel. 


Acting Foreign Minister Saud Faisal 
greeted Kissinger and ushered him off 
for three hours of talks with King 
Khaled, who came to the throne after the 
assassination of his brother. King Faisal. 


U.S. officials said Kissinger was dis­ 
cussing with the Saudis the interim 
peace settlement he negotiated between 
Egypt and Israel. The Saudis were get­ 
ting a briefing on the accord from Kis­ 
singer, they said. 


The Saudis also asked Kissinger about 
the strength of American support. The 
Saudis lean heavily on U.S. military aid 
— paid for with oil profits — but have ex­ 
pressed concern about congressional opi­ 
nion. particularly about the trouble 
Jordan is having in getting Hawk mis­ 
siles from the United States. 


The two sidfcs were also discussing oil. 


Kissinger was due to spend the after­ 
noon in Saudi Arabia and fly 
in the 
evening to Amman for similar talks with 
Jordan’s King Hussein. He will spend the 
night in Amman, and fly home to 
Washington Wednesday to report to 
President Ford on the Cairo-Jerusalem 
pact he has just negotiated. 


Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
his face mirroring the agonizing doubt of 
a nation turning to diplomacy after 
trusting the sword for 28 years, watched 
silently Monday afternoon as aides in­ 
itialed the accord in Jerusalem. 
“ We hope this agreement and what 
will follow will open a new chapter...” 
Rabin said, sipping a glass of Israeli 
champagne. "The cause of peace needs 
to take risks.” 
Four hours later, a smiling Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat drank orange 
juice as he looked at aides initialing the 
document on the lawn of his villa in Alex- 
dndrid 
"Let’s look forward to a new era 
because I think this agreement makes a 
turning point in the Arab-Israeli con­ 
flict,” Sadat said. 
Only the wrinkles in Kissinger’s 
necktie displayed a touch of weariness as 
the secretary surveyed the triumphant 
climax to 13 hectic days of shuttle 
diplomacy. 
"Having taken this step, perhaps the 
parties will gain some confidence to take 
further steps toward peace,” a grinning 
Kissinger said in Jerusalem. 


At Camp David, Md., President Ford 
praised the IsraeliEgyptian military 
disengagement pact as "one of the most 
historic” achievements of the decade — 
and perhaps the century.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford said today the U.S economy is 
staging a strong recovery that eventually 
will permit this country to help poorer, 
undeveloped nations solve their own 
recessionary problems 
Ford told the opening session of the 
International Monetary Fund’s annual 
meeting in a brief address that the 
United States recognizes its "respon­ 
sibility” to assist poorer countries 
"A strong economy is the best con­ 
tribution this nation can make to another 
nation.” Ford said. "No other contribu­ 
tion will help as much (a s )... a resurgent 
U.S. economy.” 
But Ford said the United States alone 
cannot solve the world’s economic 
problems — that the poor nations must 
help themselves as much as possible 
The President said the United States 
has "been studying means of alleviating 
distress of the developing world ” 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon 
was to outline some proposals later to­ 
day that the United States will make to 
the IM F meeting 
Simon said the United States would 
propose three major policies to en­ 
courage world economic recovery 
These include: 
— IM F aid for poor countries to help 
them financially during periods of 
"sharp fluctuations in export earnings ” 
— Increasing the role of the Inter­ 
national Finance Corporation to provide 
capital for expansion in developing coun­ 
tries. 
— Establishment of an IM F trust fund 
to help poor countries overcome balance- 
of-payments difficulties 
The estimated 1,500 persons who jam­ 
med the Sheraton Park Hotel ballroom 
applauded Ford before and after his 
remarks, but listened quietly during the 
seven-minute address. Ford promised 
the United States would also "allow open 
trade and remove trade barriers that 
now exist.” 
"Our capital market will be kepi 
open.” he said. "The production of U.S 
goods in short supply will be increased 
exports will increase.” 
Ford said the new US.-sponsored 
programs together "with the critically 
important efforts of the developing na­ 
tions to help themselves should form the 
building blocks for a better life for peo­ 
ple all around the world/' 
"Econom ic independence is im­ 
perative ... no country can expect the ac­ 
tions of others to solve its economic 
problems. We must consult together — 
we must pull together.’ 
Ford said many countries are in the 
"uncomfortable and unavoidable cir­ 
cumstance” of having to delay their 
economic recoveries until the larger, 
richer countries — such as the United 
States, West Germany and Japan — can 
get their economies back on track. 
“ Durable growth will not be easy” in 
those poorer nations, Ford warned 
The U.S. economy is in the midst of a 
rebound from two years of severe reces­ 
sion and inflation, he said. 
“ In the United States, recovery is well 
under way,” Ford declared. "Each week 
brings additional evidence of renewed 
economic health ” 
That econonic recovery is “ in world in­ 
terest,” the President told finance 
ministers of 127 non-Communist nations. 
"A strong economy is the best con­ 
tribution this nation can make to other 
nations. No other contribution will help 
as much.” 
Ford said there were complaints some 
countries were benefiting at the expense 
of their poorer neighbors, and called for 
cooperation to close the economic gap 
between rich and poor. 
"W e must all recognize that the 
problems of equity and fairness can best 
be resolved ... in a world economy 
characterized by economic expansion,” 
the President said. 
"We must consult together. We must 
pull together The United States stands 
ready to work with all nations to 
strengthen ... mechanisms to allow each 
of us to pursue domestic economic har­ 
mony.” 
But Ford said the United States cannot 
solve all the world’s economic problems. 
He said poor nations also must make as 
much of a contribution as they can to 
help themselves. 


German Finance Minister Hans Apel 
endorsed a cooperative attitude after the 
United States had acted to end divisive 
disputes over gold and voting strength in 
the IMF. 
"International solidarity will lead to 
progress,” Apel said, while a relapse 
into "nationalistic thinking will get us 
nowhere.” 
Apel said it was ridiculous that many 
nations had widespread unemployment 
at a time when consumers everywhere 
needed greater production of goods. He 
urged moderation in price increases to 
prevent another round of inflation that 
could damage the economic recovery. 
IM F chairman Gumersindo Rodriguez 
of Venezuela gaveled the five-day 
meeting open Monday with a declaration 
that "winds of change are blowing" 
away world economic domination by the 
United States and other industrial 
countries.

A County Fire Department 
fireman-engineer from Lom­ 
poc. Raymond T. Marshall, has 
alleged that he was terminated 
from his job due to a mixup in

Marshall, who spent seven- 
and-a-half years in the service 
of the department before being 
terminated last March by Chief 
John Risdon, has taken his case 
into court. 
A court hearing slated this 
week on a petition for a writ 
that would compel the County 
Civil Service Commission to 
grant him a hearing has now 
been put over to Sept. 10, ac­ 
cording to Marshall’s attorney, 
James Lindsey, of Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
The chain of events leading 
up to Marshall’s dismissal for 
overstaying a medical leave 
started last Sept. 21 when the 
fireman broke his wrist in an 
off-duty mishap. 
He was granted a 60-day 
medical leave which expired 
last Dec. 15. according to case 
re c o rd s, and ap p lied for 
another similar leave which he 
said unexplainably had a time 
limit only to Jan. 26, due pos­ 
sibly to a clerical error. He 
then sought an extension. 
But Fire Department of­ 
ficials claimed they never saw 
the le tte r for the second 
renewal which Marshall said 
was sought on advice of his doc-

Bilingual voting information 


to be required in S.B. county 


It’s official now. 
The U.S. Bureau of the 
Census has informed Santa Bar­ 
bara County officials that this 
county now “is required” to 
provide special assistance to 
minority voters in the 1975 fall 
election. 
That means ballots will have 
to be printed not only in English 
but also in Spanish for those of 
Spanish descent who are not 
fam iliar enough w ith the 
English language to be guided 
by th e re g u la r e le c tio n 
pamphlets and sample ballots. 
Census Bureau director Vin­ 
cent P. Barabba wired county 
authorities Friday of the strict 
requirement. 
Up until then, it was a matter 
somewhat in abeyance. 
Barabba in his telegram said 
that “additional details and a 
list of jurisdictions with respon­ 
sibility under 1975 amendments 
to be advertised in an early is­ 
sue of ^he Federal Register.’’ 
He gave out a phone number 
“ for interim inform ation” 
sought by county officials. 


County 
C lerk -R eco rd er 
Howard Menzel said the added 
costs could be “horrendous" 
and couldn’t be estimated at 
this tim e. Not only ballot 
printing costs will be involved, 
but also all election materials 
that accompany sample ballots, 
including polling place notices 
and materials at polling places. 
There is also the possibility of 
having to hire a bilingual elec­ 
tion worker at each polling 
place. 
Not only will the county be 
forced to comply with the added 
procedures and costs in the 
November. 1975 election, but in 
elections from then on. 
County population experts 
point out that this county has 
almost two of every 10 resi­ 
dents being from Spanish des­ 
cent. 
Extension of the 1965 Voting 
R ights Act. is being im ­ 
plemented this year to require 
the bilingual voting instructions 
and balloting in the areas — in­

Army losses

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis., says 
that if the Army can lose or 
have stolen enough weapons to 
equip 10 combat battalions with 
small arms and ammunition, 
there is a chance sophisticated 
weapons also can be stolen. 
Aspin disclosed Monday a 
report by the Army’s physical 
security review board after a 
survey of security from 1971- 
1974. During that period about 
6.900 weapons and 1.1 million 
rounds of ammunition were lost 
or stolen from bases in the 
United States and abroad. 
Aspin said in a statement ac­ 
companying his release of the 
study that "the Army must take 
steps necessary to protect our 
m unitions 
from 
terro rist 
organizations. The evidence is 
clear; there is a real chance 
that large amounts of very 
sophisticated weapons could be 
stolen." 
The report said some of the 
w e a p o n s 
r e a c h e d 
th e 
"Japanese Red A rm y,’’ a 
terrorist group, and possibly 
the Irish Republican Army. 
In one case, the report said, a 
member of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army, a U.S. group 
linked to the kidnap of Patricia 
Hearst, apparently offered a 
Ft. Jackson, S.C., soldier sub­ 
sta n tia l su m s for sto len 
weapons. 
The Army survey disclosed a 
preference for M16 rifles and 
5.56 caliber ammunition. U.S. 
installations lose more weapons 
and bases in Europe lose more 
ammunition and explosives, the 
report said. 
"These losses would equip ap­ 
proximately 10 combat batta­ 
lions with their basic load of 
small arms and ammunition," 
the 368-page document said. 
The Army admitted security 
at 10.345 military arms depots 
and 19,652 ammunition storage 
sites worldwide was inadequate 
but said increasing security 
could be costly.

The union representation 
elections could begin as early 
as Thursday at farms where a 
strike is in progress. The law 
says elections at other farms 
should be held within seven 
days after petitions are submit­ 
ted 
Depite the board’s new ac­ 
cess rule. Fresno County sherif- 
f ’s d ep uties said Monday 
s e v e r a l 
in s ta n c e s 
w er e 
rep orted in w hich union 
organizers were turned away 
from farms and ranches by the 
owners. But no arrests were 
reported. 
Growers contend the board 
cannot force them to allow 
organizers to "trespass" on 
private property. 
Fresno County Sheriff Harold 
McKinney had suggested that 
growers report any activity on 
their property by organizers 
and then make citizens arrests 
on trespassing charges after a 
sheriff’s deputy arrived at the 
scene. 
"We’ve had a couple of cases 
where organizers appeared at 
the farms and ranches," one 
deputy said, "but so far they 
have obeyed the growers by not 
going onto the property.” 
The elections will determine 
which union, if any, will repre­ 
sent farm workers on individual 
farms in contract negotiations 
with growers.

MONTGOMERY. Ala (DPI) 
- Black and white prisoners 
fought a pitched battle in two 
darkened cellblocks of the 
overcrowded Medical and Diag­ 
nostic Center Monday night 
before guards quelled the dis­ 
turbance with warning shots. 
Thirty-five inmates were in­ 
jured 
State Prison Commissioner 
L B Sullivan said one of the 
convicts received a superficial 
wound on his ear lobe from a 
richocheting bullet. He said 
about 34 others were treated for 
stab wounds from inmate 
fighting 
The fracas erupted at the 
prison three days after two 
federal judges cited violence as 
being commonplace in the state 
prisons They ordered no more 
new inmates accepted until the 
prison populations dropped 
Dozens of inmates routinely 
sleep on the floor due to a shor­ 
tage of beds at the institution, 
built five years ago for 440 men. 
It has more than 700 inmates 
Sullivan and Warden William 
Long said the latest disturban­ 
ce. which lasted nearly an hour, 
was racially motivated — the 
same as previous outbreaks at 
the prison, where all new male 
inmates are sent for classifica­ 
tion 
The blacks were segregated 
from the whites for the 
remainder of the night Guards 
patrolled the cellblocks they 
normally do not check except at 
set intervals 
Sullivan said the inmates 
would be integrated when ten­ 
sions eased. He indicated that 
might be several days. 
Of the some 15 inmates with 
the most severe stab wounds. 
Sullivan said all but three were 
white. 
About 20 state troopers 
armed with shotguns were 
rushed inside the prison, 
located about 10 miles east of 
here, as a backup to the prison 
guards 
Their help was not 


needed after the shots were 
fired, prison officials said. 
Sullivan said the guards first 
fired mace and turned fire 
hoses into the two dark 
cellblocks where the inmates 
were fighting 
Crews had been painting the 
cellblocks to bring the segrega­ 
tion cells up the court-ordered 
standards before the distur­ 
bance broke out.

The inmates apparently used 
some of the leftover paint to 
blot out the ceiling lights and 
after sundown there was no ar­ 
tificia l light in the two 
cellblocks where some 114 men 
were held 
Prison spokesman John Hale 
said the troopers were sent into 
the prison when the warden 
feared a major disturbance was 
about to erupt.

"If there’s a killer loose,” 
one investigator said Sunday,

Officials called the emergen­ 
cy meeting today because the 
strain and lack of progress in 
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the investigation has cast a 
shadow over all normal opera­ 
tions. 
The number of patients has 
dropped from a pre-crisis daily

Brown, who has gone 
around California urging 
citizens to work harder and 
demand less, said "major 
efforts" by state govern­ 
ments to boost the economy 
will not do the job without 
greater support at the 
federal level 
“ U nless 
the 
Ford 
Administration takes some 
drastic action, we re not go­ 
ing to really reduce un­ 
employment." he insisted 
“ We need stronger 
medicine in the economy to 
put people to work " 
The 37-year-old governor 
also suggested that the 
public interest and con­ 
sumer prices should be the 
first concern of labor, 
business and government. 
"People talk about wage 
demands." he explained "I 
think we should talk about 
price demands."

hoped for in 
Sequoia blaze 


PO RTERVILLE (U P I) - 
Firefighters hoped to contain 
today a fire that has consumed 
15.200 acres of brush and 
timberland in Sequoia National 
Forest. 
The out-of-control blaze 
blackened 5.000 acres in one 
hour Monday as nearly 2.000 
men fought along a 30-mile line 
but were able to contain only 
three miles of flames. 
"It’s still spreading." said 
US Forest Service spokesman

hopes on containing the fire on 
the fact that the blaze was 
heading for a meadow and ridge 
that would make it possible for 
bulldozers and fire trucks— 
immobilized by thick smoke

Smoke billowed as high as 
27.000 feet. Miller said. A horse 
and mule pack train fought 
through the smoke and rocky 
terrain in the southern Sierra 
Nevada mountains 35 miles 
east of here to bring more than 
a ton of equipment to the 
firefighters The only other aid 
was from a dozen air tankers 
that dropped nearly 400,000 
gallons of fire retardant. 
Eight firefighters suffered 
minor injuries and Labor Day 
weekend tourists were kept out

BER K ELEY (UPI) - The 
strike-plagued Berkeley Fire 
Department was down to two 
trucks and nine men today after 
a deputy chief was injured 
fighting a brush fire.

attem pt to tie Iverson. 
Graham left himself a 20-foot birdie 
putt but missed it by six inches as the 
nervous Iverson sat several feet away 
with his wife, Virginia, and close friend 
Richie Karl, the defending champion. 
Johnny Hart, the Endicott resident 
who created the cartoon strip for which 
the tournament is named, presented 
Iverson with the trophy and check. 
“ Neither Jimmy nor I knew, with four 
holes to go, what the situation was,” said 
Graham, who saw no scoreboards late in 
the round.

United Press International 
The New York Mets popped bottles of 
champagne early Monday night — 
perhaps a forecast of the future.

Dock Ellis has emerged from his latest crisis, 
a bit poorer, a bit wiser. 
Technically, the crisis involved him and 
manager Danny Murtaugh, but basically it was 
between him and the ball club and followed 
closely the same general pattern as most of his 
other crises since the Pittsburgh Pirates dis­ 
covered him a dozen years ago—an un­ 
disciplined, uninhibited 18-year-old kid out of the 
Watts section of Los Angeles who threw a 
baseball so hard sometimes it whistled. 


This is Dock Ellis’ eighth year with the 
Pirates and for every season with them, he has 
had at least one adjective applied. He has been 
called obstinate, stubborn, selfish, opinionated, 
intractable, mulish, unbending and bullheaded. 


tire Pittsburgh ball club has ever been more 
honest with him than Dock Ellis. 
What’s the problem then? 
Every now and then, it seems, Dock Ellis, like 
everyone else, has self doubts, some momentary 
pangs of insecurity. Nothing wrong with that. 
It’s normal enough with everyone. Understan­ 
dably more so with someone like Dock Ellis 
considering his background and the fact he 
usually could look around him growing up and 
see kids his age with a lot of things he knew he 
could never have. 
Now I’m not going to begin bleeding for Dock 
Ellis, but I do understand the reason he over­ 
reacts sometimes. He does it for the same 
reason everybody else does. He feels insecure. 
Nobody is completely exempt from that feeling, 
not even Tom Seaver, Jimmy Connors or Henry 
Kissinger. 


Example. Dock Ellis shows up at the ballpark 
wearing his hair in corn rows, and that also 
develops into a small crisis. Yet Ernie Holmes, 
the Pittsburgh Steelers’ defensive tackle, gets 
his hair cut in a much more unique pattern and 
no fuss is made or objection raised. 
Ellis refused to go to the bullpen when ordered 
to do on Aug. 15 and was fined $200 and 
suspended. The penalties were justified. Ellis is 
being paid a decent salary by the Pirates. He 
knows what he’s required to do for that money. 
His second suspension was an entirely dif­ 
ferent matter. 


Other times, he also has been cited as the one 
individual on the club who becomes most in­ 
volved with others’ problems, the Pirates No. 1 
morale booster and often their most effective 
pitcher. 
Danny Murtaugh has told me nobody on the en­ 


The trouble is when Dock Ellis feels the need 
to assert himself or show his individuality, other 
people sometimes over-react to him. 


Example: Dock Ellis finds his bed is too small 
in a San Francisco hotel during the playoffs four 
years ago. He’s offered another bed and he says 
that one is too small, too, and the next thing you 
know it turns out to be a crisis. 


The Pirates lifted his first suspension a half- 
hour after it was imposed because Ellis told both 
general manager Joe Brown and Murtaugh he 
was ready to pitch again.

Kelly McCormick says that diving was 
something she had never really wanted to 
get mixed up in Some people would ask 
her in the most banal manner. “ Are you 
going to be a great diver like your 
mother?” 
This troubled Kelly’s m other. Patricia 
McCormick, winner of two gold medals in 
each of the 1952 and 1956 Olympics — the 
only diver ever to capture the ‘‘double­ 
double. ” so she paid strict attention to be­ 
ing a mother and not a form er star. 
Kelly, now 15. and her brother. Tim. 
now 19. saw very few plaques and trophies 
in obtrusive display around the house 
Mrs 
McCormick was careful to stash 
them awav 
Also. Mrs McCormick and her husband. 
Glen, chief Olympic swimming and diving 
coach in 1956. avoided putting sports pres­ 
sure on their children 
There were, though, discussions around 
their house in Los Alamitos, Calif. They 
dealt with lessons of sports since both kids 
were athletic. Kelly being a fine gymnast 
and Tim a high-school pole vaulter. 
All of them were aware of the “ stage” 
parents, those who spent each long day at 
poolside with their kids. And if there was 
an untoward ripple made, a medal not 
won. there would be scenes and tears and 
threats of withholding m eals from the 
kids 
Enjoy, 
was one 
of the 
lessons the 
McCormicks tried to impress upon their 
children. And yet. if something is worth 
doing, they said, it's worth doing with 
solid effort. 
Kelly knew her m other’s story: Pat Mc­ 
Cormick was raised with two siblings by a 
working mother, their father having left 
home. She had been discovered while div­ 
ing for fun at a Los Alamitos pool and 
developed, at the relatively late age of 16, 
into an Olvmpic-class diver. 
At 18 she failed to make the 1948 Olym­ 


pic team by one 100th of a point It was 
considered good form to show happiness to 
those friends who made the team ; she 
didn't allow herself to cry until she was 
under the showers and no one could see the 
tears 
She vowed then she would win 
Olympic gold medals. 
tn Melbourne. Australia, in 1956. on the 
day before the finals of platform diving — 
Pat McCormick’s chance to win an un­ 
precedented fourth gold medal — she was 
returning by bus to the Olympic Village 
and sick to her stomach She was in fourth 
place Chances of her realizing her dream 
to win a fourth and final time seemed sl­ 
im 
Suddenly, eerily, she felt as if someone 
had touched her arm and convincingly ex­ 
plained that winning was not the most im­ 
portant thing in life. And she felt soothed 
The next day she said she dived better 
than she knew how, and won. It was 
America's last gold medal in ’56, and the 
one that in the newspaper tallies edged out 
the Russians for the overall top score in 
that Olympics. 
She retired soon after, and felt lost. She 
was ill-prepared for anything but diving 
She went back to college and earned a 
physical education degree 


After the medals and glory, she told her 
kids, there is nothing — unless you have 
something else. Pat McCormick insists 
that Kelly maintain a “ B” average in 
school. 


Kelly, says P at proudly, has such a com­ 
petitive nature that if she gets a bad 
grade, she’ll come home, lock herself in 
her room and stick there until she has a 
grasp of her work 
One day last sum m er Kelly announced 
to her parents that she wanted to begin 
diving seriously, that for a variety of 
reasons gymnastics no longer interested 
her as before.

There are now scars, light but percepti­ 
ble. on her face, her knees, her stomach 
and feet Her spleen was removed But 
only three days afterw ard, when the 
nurses were away, she and the other sur­ 
vivor would race down the hospital hall in 
their wheelchairs. A month later she was 
back diving 
“ The first time I got back up on the high 
platform ." she said, “ I looked and it 
seemed so far down like I’d never reach 
the w ater But the only after-effect I have 
now is that sometimes I dream that I hit 
the water and my stomach scars open and 
the water turns red I wake up sweating. 
“I'm lucky, though I almost had three 
teeth knocked out in the accident. But my 
braces saved the day.”

However, a spade is opened. 
South looks at dummy's 11 
points plus 10-spot and wonders 
how he will explain failure if 
the game does not make.

It should be an invitation to 
seven. Opener should bid seven 
with a maximum notrump 
opening; otherwise he should 
treat it as four-suit Stayman 
and bid six of his lowest four- 
card suit.

The Schoolhouse 


By the time this is read, thousands of 
students, hundreds of teachers and other 
school employes locally will have left 
their homes and headed in the direction 
of school and the 1975-76 version of 
elementary and secondary education. 
Hundreds of the students will reach 
school by riding in school buses; while 
hundreds will hoof it 
or ride their bicycles. 
And hundreds of stu­ 
dents will drive their 
own cars. Nowhere is 
the level of our af­ 
fluence more apparent 
than in the congestion 
in the parking lots of 
Lompoc 
Un i f i ed 
School District’s two 
high schools. 
Observers of the 
school scene including 
par e nt s 
will 
be 
watching for the answers to many ques­ 
tions. Adm inistrators and school 
trustees will be interested in the head 
count for economic reasons. School per­ 
sonnel officials will be interested in the 
way the total school population fits the 
staffing ratios that have been set. Assis­ 
tant Supt. Alice Milligan who handles 
such things says the district begins the 
school year, traditionally, understaffed. 
About 560 teachers or a few more were 
ready to answer the bell today, but more 
will be added as needed, she said. 
School trustees will be interested in 
the total school population not only for 
the primary impact it has on the level of 
state and federal funding, but also for the

secondary and closely related factor of 
classroom occupancy. Some trustees and 
a number of those who watch such things 
closely, have warned that the school 
board would have to move fast to close 
schools in the event of an accelerated 
decline of students. A radical decline, 
however, is not anticipated. The board 
became sensitive to the question a cou­ 
ple of years ago when a proposal to close 
a couple of schools brought a storm of 
public protest. One school eventually 
was closed. 
There are also some other questions. 
School principals, administrators and 
parents will be watching the factor of 
combination classes. It’s too early to tell 
but a spot survey conducted last week 
showed more classes with more than one 
grade than the district had the previous 
year. Readers may recall the con­ 
troversy surrounding an announcement 
that there were to be combination clas­ 
srooms at Clarence Ruth School. That 
plan was eventually rescinded because of 
new and lower projections for the size of 
the student body. New and anticipated 
housing starts didn’t materialize in that 
west Lompoc area, at least not at the 
level promised by early city building 
projections. 
There are also some questions related 
to the morale in the face of the walkout 
of some teachers last Friday during an 
orientation assembly. Earlier, Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers had announced 
that the organization’s members ac­ 
cepted a new salary offer, but that LFT 
would carry out a continued program of 
protest 
What character that protest 
would take remained uncertain today. 
It will also be interesting to see what 
shape the school board’s program will 
take on the use of the windfall monies of 
$1.6 million. Where the money will be 
spent in other words? 
This reporter is also watching for 
developments such as the progress 
report on the fundamental school con-

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Cold shower for detente 


Portugal,

WASHINGTON - Dousing detente 
with cold water is increasingly the vogue 
as the high-minded resolve of Helsinki is 
measured against evidence of Moscow- 
inspired intervention in the same dreary 
pattern of past years. 
The glaring example is 
where Communist infli 
m unist 
cash 
precipitated what may 
become a civil war 
with fearful con­ 
se q u e n c e s for a 
helpless people. 
But many of the 
critics, it seems to 
me, are attaching to 
President Ford’s role 
at Helsinki a commit­ 
ment that he never 
made. The speech he 
d eliv e r e d 
there 
deserves to be re-read 
and perhaps read still another time. In 
the opinion of this observer it ranks with 
the notable state documents of recent 
history. 
The President spoke with quiet 
realism. Helsinki was no more than a 
pledge to try to better relations between 
East and West. It was a challenge and 
not a conclusion. 
If — and he used "if" a half dozen 
times — Helsinki was to mean anything, 
the whole process of negotiation would 
have to be quickened and the noble 
protestations of human rights and 
freedom of thought given real meaning. 
With justice, it seems to me, he cited 
the progress beginning in 1971 to remove 
Berlin as a flashpoint. 
This was an example of detente 
between the two Germanys, East and 
West, while it leaves a lot to be desired 
with the odious wall still in place and 70 
persons killed trying to escape across 
that wall, it marked an «id to the peren­ 
nial crisis that three times brought the 
world close to war. 
Although it may not be directly at­ 
tributable to Helsinki, it was there that 
West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt met with Polish Communist 
Party Leader Edward Gierek to initial 
an agreement allowing up to 125,000 
ethnic Germans to emigrate from 
Poland. This ended a long and bitter dis­ 
pute. At the same time Germany agreed 
to give the Poles $500 million to satisfy 
still-outstanding pension claims. 
Since 1945, Poland has been the stick 
used by foreign policy critics on the right 
to beat the President and the State 
Department. I have a vivid memory of 
the confirmation hearings in 1953 for 
Charles E. Bohlen whom President 
Eisenhower had named ambassador to 
the Soviet Union. Wasn’t it true, 
Republican Senators demanded, that 
Franklin Roosevelt had sold out Poland 
to Stalin at Yalta? 
Yalta to one side, Bohlen replied, the 
Soviet Union had several hundred thou­ 
sand troops in occupied Poland when the 
war ended. Was anyone proposing at that 
time to send in an American army to 
free the Poles? 
Obviously the answer was no and 
Stalinist occupation was ruthlessly en­ 
forced. In the intervening years some 
relaxation has occurred, the Roman 
Catholic church having played a vital 
part in resisting the demands of the dic­ 
tatorship. 
As for Portugal, the past cannot be ig­ 
nored. For 40 years the West com­ 
placently accepted the rule of Salazar 
who allowed no nonsense about 
democracy and freedom. 
The colonies of Angola and Mozam­ 
bique were governed by the Portuguese 
military who found themselves con­ 
fronted with the tide of African libera­ 
tion. Many of these same military 
returned to Lisbon embittered and 
susceptible, it is possible, to Communist 
blandishments. 
The failure of the West was even more 
glaring in neighboring Spain. Britain and 
France stood squeamishly aside as 
Moscow directed a bloody intervention in 
the civil war initiated by General Fran­ 
cisco Franco. Washington applied a self- 
righteous ban on- arms shipments. 


Mutterings of unrest and underground 
leftist factions planning revolt suggest 
that what is happening in Portugal could 
be repeated in Spain. The test will come 
when the aged Franco is no longer in con­ 
trol. That may be the moment for which 
the Communist apparatus is waiting. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
remarked at a recent press conference 
on the failure of the West to confront the 
crisis in Portugal. 
Preoccupied with inflation and reces- 


sion, the European powers reacted with 
inertia if not indifference. That steps 
might have been taken is something else. 
u Moscow now takes Helsinki as 
authority to subvert a nation, as in Por­ 
tugal, then, as the President said, 
history, and instant history, will judge 
the conference not for what was said 
there but what was done the day after. 
For the clamorous critics it might be 
well to say that simply more of the in­ 
vective of the cold war is not enough.

Tax climate 


Is the tax climate considered bad in 
California by business? According to 
some analysts this state is ranked last 
out of the seven western states and 47th 
in the nation as one of being favorable to 
business! That rating is based upon the 
state's taxes and the type of legislation 
being enacted. 
Faced with the need of creating at 
least 200,000 jobs each year, such views 
are damaging to the economic strength 
of the state. Reportedly numerous firms 
have uprooted from the Golden State for 
greener pastures while others have 
elected not to settle here. Increased tax 
liability is blamed for making the state a 
place to avoid. California has the second 
highest per capita burden of state and 
local taxes in the nation. 
To ascertain the facts, the California 
Taxpayers Association undertook a study 
and has released and analysis of the in­ 
itial impact of state and local taxes. Its 
findings are that taxation in California is 
shared about equally between in­ 
dividuals and business, the latter paying 
50.7 per cent of the total. 
Commenting on the research report, 
the association’s vice president, Kirk 
West, stated: 
"Obviously business regards tax 
liability as part of its operating costs." 
Observing that many taxes are passed on 
to the consumer he said: "Thus all taxes 
can be viewed as levies on personal in­ 
come." 
The study merely attempts to deter­ 
mine which taxes are levied on business 
versus those which are paid directly by 
individuals for, as West says, "This com­ 
plicated interaction makes a determina­ 
tion of how much of the business tax 
burden is actually shifted to individuals 
as consumers, extremely difficult. To 
date no commonly accepted measure of 
final incidence has been devised.” 


Even though the consumer usually 
winds up paying most of the taxes levied 
on business one way or another, the sur­ 
vival of many businesses depends upon 
their ability to compete with firms based 
outside of the state and not liable for 
California's taxes 
In the 1973-74 tax year studied, Califor­ 
nians paid $16.6 billion to support state 
and local government. This is $6 billion 
more than spent by the federal govern­ 
ment in 1940. Of course, the state’s 
budget, exclusive of local government 
expenditures, was only slightly over $250 
million that year. 
According to the study $9.4 billion was 
paid to the state. It was higher last year 
and. needless to say, will be greater this 
year. Local government received $7.4 
billion from property taxes alone. Since 
those figures partly reflect the adoption 
of a massive property tax relief program 
paid with state funds, local government 
received a greater benefit from the total 
than the figures indicate. It also received 
substantial revenues from other local 
taxes such as business licenses and 
utility taxes levied on consumers. 
The largest single source of state in­ 
come is the sales tax which accounted 
for $3.3 billion, a third of which, the 
study shows, is absorbed by business 
although the report indicates that part of 
that is probably passed on to consumers. 
Motor vehicle taxes, including fuel 
taxes, account for more than $1.4 billion 
and, again, local government shares in 
this. Individuals paid near $2 billion in in­ 
come taxes with business paying slightly 
more than $1 billion. Taxes on liquor, 
cigarettes, horseracing, insurance and 
inheritances raised another billion. The 
report reaches no conclusion but one 
which can easily be drawn, as inflation 
continues to drive government costs 
skyward, is that taxes will continue to in­ 
crease.

She dabbled 
with small investments in 
plays through the 1960’s, 
then finally plunged into 
full-time producing seven 
years ago. “I was the only 
lady producer in London 


and was considered a dilet­ 
tante, a married lady with 
nothing to do. I had to 
prove myself, meet every 
single agent, work doubly 
hard to be accepted by the 
conservative English,” she 
says. 


“The producer’s job is to 
find a play, hire a director, 
raise the money, help choose 
all artistic and business 
personnel, and see that the 
play is faithfully brought to 
the stage as it was meant 
to be portrayed. The show 
must also make a profit. A 
producer is like the head of 
a corporation, the buck 
stops here, a lonely job — 
you can’t be ‘one of the 
buys’.”

“I love entertaining; I’d 
almost forgotten how out­ 
going and informal Amer­ 
icans are. In England it 
took me years to dare to 
give a buffet dinner and 
then everyone loved it.’

she freezes are a godsend. 
She relaxes first with a 
fashion magazine and a 
highball made with Fa­ 
mous Grouse, a 90-proof 
Scotch popular with the 
English snob set because 
mixers won’t dilute its fla­ 
vor, and she’s fussy enough 
to have tried several stores 
in order to locate this spe­ 
cial blend because it pleas­ 
es her. 
As for dating, she prefers

rehearsal or why business 
talks go on till 4 o’clock in 
the morning.”
